New York, April IO.—Senator Platt 
of Connecticut, author of what is known 
os the "Platt amendment” relating to 
Cuba, is at the Murray Hill hotel. 
Iii 
an interview he -aid: 
"Tho real essence of tile proposition 
of this government is that the Outrun- 
recognize the right of the United Staten 
to maintain the independence of Culm 
and the stability of its government. 
That right, once being recognized by the 
Cuban constitution, there will be no 
trouble about the enforcement, all will 
be plain sailing. 
"The property owners and tho con­ 
servative classes iu Cuba almost unan­ 
imously desire the protection of this 
govern urn ii, those opposed to it do not 
count for much. 
Most of the people in this country do 
not understand the real feeling in Cuba. 
The news reports from Havana have 
been very conflicting. 
They are almost 
as uutrn-tworthy as tho dispatches from 
China hist year about the Isixer trouble. 
A few days ago the Platt amendment 
was reported defeated in tho Cuban 
constitutional convention by a vote of 
24 to 2. 
A little later the vote was 
given as 18 to IO. 
As a matter of fact 
final action iias not been taken. 
“ In reality little interest is manifest­ 
ed in Cul»a in the convention. 
Many 
people there have not even heard of it. 
The property owners take very little in­ 
terest iu the election of delegates, be­ 
lieving that in any event the American 
government would protect them and 
their property. 
No interest was shown 
by the large colored population in the 
convention. Many of the delegates have 
no interests at stake, but want to figure 
as patriots. 
Some of the members are 
old revolutionists, officers iu the insur­ 
gent army aud lawyers, while some are 
mere adventurers. Some of them seem 
to think tliat the Spanish yoke having 
been thrown off, they ought to come in 
and take possession. 
“ Yet one-third of the members of the 
convention are friendly to the United 
States and appreciate what we have 
done and what we intend to do for Cuba; 
another third is hostile to America and 
the balance are merely indifferent 
The 
members of the hostile element who ar* 
making all the noise and attempting to 
create a belief that Cubans do not want 
to make concessions to this government. 
They are misrepresenting the facts. 
The two m o s t important element** of the 
Cubans—the property owners and the 
workingmen—heartily favor the propo­ 
sals of the United States and rely on 
the continued assistance of our govern­ 
ment. 
"In the course of time all Cubans 
will accept the overtures of the Ameri­ 
can govermu.-nt in latter aud spirit, un­ 
less the agitators convince the people 
we are oppressing them, something I 
believe they will not succeed ic doing.”
